AN Old Malden man laughed in 
the dock as he was jailed for 15 
years for a ‘barbaric’ acid attack 
that left a woman scarred and 
partially blind. 

Brothers Billy and Geoffrey 
Midmore threw acid over the 
face of Carla Whitlock in an at¬ 
tack in Southampton last Sep¬ 
tember after the pair blamed her 
for a botched drug deal. 

The brothers were sentenced 
at Southampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

Last week an image of Billy 
holding up a smartphone dis¬ 
playing a photo of a woman 
lying on the ground holding her 
face was uploaded onto a Face- 
book page purporting to be his. 

A Prison Service spokes¬ 
man branded the image “com¬ 
pletely unacceptable” and said 
that Midmore could face more 
prison time. 

An earlier post showed the 
results of an online quiz called 
“Is a serial killer hiding in your¬ 
self?” An accompanying com¬ 
ment read: “lol I’ve got big, big 
potential”. 

Prisoners are not allowed ac¬ 
cess to Facebook. It is not known 
who was running the account. 

Sentencing the Midmores, 



both of Sheephouse Way, 
Judge Peter Ralls QC said it 
was “a cruel and calculated 
attack” “on a level of medie¬ 
val barbarism beyond most 
people’s comprehension.” 

Defending, Mark Ruffell 
described Billy, 23, as a “com¬ 
plex character with many 
issues which hopefully will 
be addressed in the next few 
years.” 

During a seven-day trial in 
Southampton in April, jurors 
heard how the acid attack 
was a “debt to be paid” organ¬ 
ised by the Midmores, after 
Ms Whitlock called asking for 
£100 of drugs. 



When at least two men met 
Geoffrey and stole £2,000 of 
drug money the brothers 
blamed Ms Whitlock and be¬ 
gan planning their attack. 

CCTV footage was shown 
of Billy Midmore buying 
drain cleaner, which his 
brother had described to him 
in a text message as “face 
melter.” 

Prosecutor Kerry Maylin 
said it is unlikely Ms Whit¬ 
lock will regain sight in her 
right eye, and that her face 
will be permanently disfig¬ 
ured. 

Ms Whitlock said in an 
interview that “it’s a miser¬ 
able existence. I have no life, 
everything has changed.” 

A jury found Billy guilty of 
grievous bodily harm, while 
Geoffrey pleaded guilty at 
the first opportunity 

Billy, 23, was jailed for 15 
years in prison plus another 
five years on licence. 

He laughed in the dock as 
his sentence was read out. 

Geoffrey, 27, was jailed for 
nine years. 

Defending, Rob Pawson 
said Geoffrey was more of “a 
follower” and had told him: 
“I can’t believe what I have 
done to a woman”.

Locks glued, tyres slashed and a Star of David scrawled on shop front sparks investigation 

Barber believes he is the victim of 
hate campaign after latest incident

A SURBITON barber has claimed 
glued locks, slashed tyres and now a 
seemingly anti-Semitic sign scrawled 
on the front of his shop are part of 
a “hate campaign” he has been a vic¬ 
tim of since he opened almost four 
months ago. 

Surbiton Talent Barbers in Clare¬ 
mont Road had a Star of David 
scrawled on the front of the shop last 
Monday 

Owner Taher Hachem, 30, said 
he came to open the shop at 9am 
only to discover an irate Jewish 
man outside who said he had called 
the police because of the large 
white symbol painted on the front 
window 

He said: “I thought he was a cus¬ 
tomer. I had never seen the sym¬ 
bol before and did not know what 
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it meant. I am just thinking, ‘Who 
could have done this?’ 

“We do not hate anybody here. 

“We are Muslim but we are 
British. We look like we are from the 
Middle East but this country is our 
home. 

“Our children are British and go to 
school here. I do not know why some¬ 
one would not want us here.” 

Mr Hachem, who is originally from 
Lebanon, claims the graffiti is the 
latest in a long line of incidents that 
have happened since he took over the 
shop. 

He said: “We have had our car tyres 
slashed and glue put in our lock so we 
could not open the shop. 

“There is a hate campaign.” 

The barber of 14 years worked at 
J’s Gentlemen Barbers, the men’s 
hairdresser opposite his, for six 
years before buying his own shop. 

He said: “I have been around Surbi¬ 
ton and Kingston for 14 years. I really 
love it here I don’t know why some¬ 
one would want me to 
leave.” 

Ismael Ashin, 33, 
who works in the 
shop, added: “I think 
someone wants to see 
the police outside our 
door, to make it look 
like we are causing 
trouble. We are not 
trouble, we just cut 
hair.” 

A Kingston police 
spokesman said: “A 
member of the public 
reported to us that a

Floods leave Dons’ plans in deep water 


AFC Wimbledon may be floating 
on air after winning the League 
Two play-off final, but the road 
earmarked as their future home 
found itself in deep water after 
recent flash floods.

to the borough. 

It has been a contentious is¬ 
sue on the Plough Lane site. 
The Environment Agency (EA) 
raised concerns in January 2015 
that the site lies in the Wandle’s 
floodplain, ranking it as being 
within the highest category of 
flood risk. This risk was down¬ 
graded in the latest flood risk 
modelling, and in November, 
the EA withdrew the objection. 

The plans for a stadium, 
homes, shops and a fitness cen¬ 
tre, were approved at a Merton 
Council planning committee in 
December.

Don’t touch caterpillar nests 


THE Forestry Commission has 
renewed its warning to dog 
walkers and others to avoid 
touching the nests of oak pro¬ 
cessionary moths because of 
the caterpillars’ irritating, mi¬ 
croscopic hairs. 

Touching the nests where the 
grubs drop thousands of the 
hairs can result in nasty skin 
rashes and eye irritation for 
people and animals - and, in 


rare cases, breathing problems. 

The caterpillars are consid¬ 
ered a pest because they can 
strip an oak tree bare of its 
leaves. 

A spokesman said: “The nests 
become discoloured after sever¬ 
al days, and harder to see as a 
result. They can also fall out of 
trees, creating a hazard to curi¬ 
ous children and pets, and graz¬ 
ing livestock.”

SHOULD the circus come 
rolling into Kingston or sim¬ 
ply pass the borough by?

“We have specifically cho¬ 
sen Irvin’s Family Funfair, 
who operate in neighbouring 
Hampton Court, because of 
their family friendly atmos¬ 
phere. They also employ a 
strict no alcohol rule.” 

Currently only one circus 
is allowed per year. But the 
authority proposes consid¬ 
ering additional visits on 
a case-by-case basis. King¬ 
ston Council consulted with 
residents near the Fairfield 
in 2012 about what types of 
events they wanted in the 
park, and said most were in 
favour of more funfairs.

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A 92-YEAR-old Chessington 
great-grandfather has been 
honoured by the French gov¬ 
ernment with the country’s 
highest military award. 

Arthur Burt, of Compton 
Crescent, was given the Le¬ 
gion d’Honneur because of 
his bravery at the Normandy 
landings during the Second 
World War. 

Mr Burt was 18 years old 
when he was conscripted and 
joined the Royal Artillery. 

On June 6, 1944, at just 
21, he found himself storm¬ 
ing the beaches in northern 
France as part of unit in 
charge of heavy guns. 

He said: “I watched the 
shelling from the boat. I was 
on an American ship at the 
time because the equipment 
we had was so big and towing 
six tonnes of ammunition. 

“A boat in front of me was 
hit and completely blown to 
dust. It was dust and every¬ 
one on it was dust. It was 
consuming, scary The Ger¬ 


mans had put mines on top of 
each other [leading up to the 
beach]. We got the message 
we weren’t welcome.” 


When Mr Burt reached the 
beach, the operation was not 
the swift victory that many 
had been led to believe it 


would be. He said: “We didn’t 
move out of the beach for 
five weeks. It was hell there. 
Many gave their lives and 


most gave up their youth on 
those beaches.”Mr Burt left 
the army in 1946, a year after 
the armistice. 

He said: “My regiment 
was created for the war so it 
was disbanded. I had to wait 
in Germany for more than a 
year before I could go home 
though. After the war I be¬ 
came a shop fitter and then 
a contracts officer. An old 
soldier never retires and I 
worked with my tools until I 
was 85.” 

Mr Burt was awarded the 
Chevalier (Knight) degree of 
the order at a ceremony at the 
French embassy in Knights- 
bridge on May 27, joined by 
his daughter and son-in-law. 

In a letter to Mr Burt, Syl¬ 
vie Bermann, the French 
ambassador to the United 
Kingdom, wrote: “As we 
contemplate this Europe of 
peace, we must never for¬ 
get the heroes like you, who 
came from Britain and the 
Commonwealth to begin the 
liberation of Europe by lib¬ 
erating France. We owe our 
freedom and security to your 
dedication, because you were 
ready to risk your life.”

Meeting to discuss plans marks progress towards easing school places 

Parents may finally get the 
school they were promised

SURBITON parents could finally have 
the free school they were promised 
three years ago. 

Free school provider Stamp Educa¬ 
tion Trust (SET) announced in April 
that it would submit a planning appli¬ 
cation to open Parks House School in 
either Surbiton or Tolworth in 2018. 
Now the group will hold consultation 
meetings with parents and residents 
with a view to opening the school near 
Fishponds park. 

Plans to build a new free school in 
Surbiton have proved unsuccessful in 
the past, with Gems Learning Trust’s 
attempts seeing Swan House - on a 
main road in Kingston town centre - 
gain government approval instead. 

Matteo Rossetti, founder of SET, 
said: “I don’t know the details of that 
experience [with Gems]. It’s about rep¬ 
licating the model that we’ve tried to do 
before. 

“It’s really because there is a dire 
need for primary places and we are try¬ 
ing to respond to that need.” 

The provider will host two meetings 
at the King Charles Centre, in Holly- 
field Road, where it will present its vi¬

sion for the free school. 

If the school is built, pupils will un¬ 
dertake three hours of sport and two 
hours of music each week, which Mr 
Rossetti described as “just as impor¬ 
tant” as the core subjects. 

SET’s first school, Thompson House, 


which opened in 2013 in Mortlake, was 
rated “outstanding” by Ofsted. 

Mr Rossetti added: “It’s kind of hav¬ 
ing a more all-round approach. We’ve 
an open-door policy and parents will 
have huge participation in the school 
as well. 

“I think the parents are going to see 
a place that is responsive to their needs 
and a place that feels like a communi¬ 
ty.” 

Figures published by the Greater 
London Authority predicted the num¬ 
ber of school places needed for four- 
year-olds in Berrylands by 2018 will be 
144 - a rise of 12 per cent on the current 
figures moving onto primary educa¬ 
tion. 

In March, it was also revealed that 
Kingston primary schools are the most 
oversubscribed in London, with 50 per 
cent running at or over capacity 

The plans will be subject to approval 
from the Department for Education. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry said: “It’s brilliant news. They 
are one of the few free school provid¬ 
ers to get an ‘outstanding’ on their first 
application. 

“What we need to do now is make 
sure we have parents behind it. I think 
they will have no problem doing that.” 

The meetings will take place on July 
2 and September 10 at 10am.

Judge gives Fisher benefit of doubt in hope he was ‘led astray’ by others

A TEENAGER has dodged an 
immediate prison sentence 
after he led police on a high¬ 
speed chase from Chessing- 
ton to Twickenham in the 
middle of the night. 

Frank Fisher, 18, admitted 
a string of offences includ¬ 
ing attempted burglary, dan¬ 
gerous driving and handling 
stolen goods, after a chase on 
May 25, starting at 2.13am 
in Hook Road and ending in 
Twickenham at 3.38am. Po¬ 
lice were called to Elm Road 
at 2.10am after Fisher and 
others were seen trying to 
steal a motorbike. 

When police arrived, the 
group rode away on mopeds, 
one of which had been stolen 
from Battersea Park, Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court 
heard last week. 

Fisher is currently com¬ 
pleting an unpaid work order 
for separate offences includ¬ 
ing driving without insur¬ 


ance, assault with intent to 
resist arrest and handling 
stolen goods. Dele Johnson, 
defending, said: “He has 
turned up at 8am to his un¬ 
paid work every day He is a 
young gentleman who, if not 
caught quickly, could go off 
the rails and could end up in 
Feltham if he is not careful.” 

District Judge James Hen¬ 
derson said “the combina¬ 


tion of the offences” was “so 
serious that a community or¬ 
der cannot be justified.” 

He added: “You were not 
by yourself, so I am prepared 
to give you the benefit of 
the doubt that you were led 
astray by these others.” 

Fisher, of Upper Halliford 
Road in Sunbury, admitted 
attempted theft of a motor 
vehicle, attempted burglary, 


dangerous driving, driving 
without a licence and insur¬ 
ance, failing to stop for an 
officer, aggravated vehicle 
theft, handling stolen goods 
and going equipped for 
theft. He was sentenced to 20 
weeks in a young offenders 
institution, suspended for 12 
months. He was disqualified 
from driving for a year and 
ordered to pay £200.

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CQC says mental health patients lacked regular observations

A MENTAL health trust has 
been told it must improve after 
inspectors found patients did not 
receive notification of appoint¬ 
ments and rehabilitation servic¬ 
es did not help people achieve 
greater independence. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) also said staff “were not 
being supported with regular 
one-to-one supervision” across a 
number of wards run by South 
West London and St George’s 
mental health trust, which pro¬ 
vides services to 1.1 million peo¬ 
ple in Kingston, Richmond, Sut¬ 
ton, Merton and Wandsworth. 

But CQC chief inspector of 
hospitals Paul Lelliott, a men¬ 
tal health expert, said: “Despite 
these areas for improvement 


there was much for the trust to 
be proud of. 

“The senior executive team 
were committed to improving 
services and providing a high 
standard of care. Most staff said 
they enjoyed working for the 
trust, were caring, professional 
and in many cases innovative in 
their work.” 

Inspectors found provision in 
other areas to be good, including 
acute care, services for people in 
crisis, community services in¬ 
cluding those for children, and 
wards that house older people 
with mental health problems. 

Trust chief executive David 
Bradley said: “I am proud of our 
staff and we will never be com¬ 
placent in making services bet¬ 
ter. There is a great deal of work 
still to be done. 

“Building on the improve¬ 
ments we have already made in 
the acute care pathway, we will 
use the same successful approach 


for improving our rehabilitation 
and community services. We 
have already begun working.” 

Inspectors added in a report 
published last week: “In the fo¬ 
rensic service and the child and 
adolescent mental health ward 
the trust was not recognising 
when they were secluding pa¬ 
tients. This meant that the ap¬ 
propriate safeguards in terms of 
regular observations and medi¬ 
cal review were not in place. 

“There were significant chal¬ 
lenges in the community servic¬ 
es for working age adults, espe¬ 
cially the recovery teams where 
staff morale was lower and staff 
were worried about meeting the 
complex needs of the patients on 
their caseloads. 

“[But] the culture of the trust 
was largely healthy. The trust 
was working with local commu¬ 
nities to overcome the stigma of 
mental illness and make services 
more accessible.”

Shock announcement leaves 2,500 looking for new practice 


Patients in limbo over 
surgery closure news

CONFUSED patients descend¬ 
ed on a Hook surgery after the 
surprise announcement it would 
close, leaving more than 2,500 
people to reregister at another 
practice. 

Grays Medical Practice will 
close in September after Man¬ 
chester-based GP provider IMH 
terminated the contract. 

Representatives from IMH, 
NHS England and Kingston CCG 
were at the Orchard Gardens 
surgery to answer questions 
from patients last Tuesday. 

So many turned up to the 11am 
meeting it had to be done in two 
parts because the room provided 
was not big enough. 

Some 2,500 patients were sent 
consultation letters last week 
asking them whether they would 
like to see a new provider pro¬ 
cured for the surgery or the lists 
‘dispersed’ to other surgeries. 

Kathryn McDermott from 
Kingston CCG assured patients a 
GP service would remain on the 
site and added that her preferred

choice would be for neighbour¬ 
ing Orchard Practice, which has 
about 6,000 registered patients, 
to take over the building. 

She said: “I would like to see 
[Grays] taken over. If we have to 
go through a procurement pro¬ 
cess it will be long and costly. I 
would rather see that money go 
into frontline services. What 
I can guarantee is that these 
premises will continue to pro¬ 
vide GP services.” 

Omid Gilanshah from NHS 
England added: “We are going to 


do as much as we can to ensure 
that services work from this site 
and whoever comes in will pro¬ 
vide high-quality, value-for-mon- 
ey services.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry has described the 
closure as ‘a real blow for pa¬ 
tients’. 

He said: “I am very concerned 
about the potential closure of 
Grays Medical Practice and 
have met with patients and staff 
to discuss the way forward. This 
is a real blow for patients at the 
surgery.” 

While patients were assured 
a surgery in some form will re¬ 
main on the site, about 30 staff 
are unsure about their future. 

Neighbouring Gosbury Hill 
Health Centre, also run by IMH 
and which shares staff with 
Grays, will also close on Septem¬ 
ber 30 following a public consul¬ 
tation. The walk-in centre that 
was based there is in the process 
of moving to Surbiton Health 
Centre. 

A staff member said: “We 
have no idea what is going on. 
We were only told that the prac¬ 
tice was closing when the letters 
to patients went out.”

YOU can help “shape the future 
direction of the borough” after 
councillors approved opening a 
consultation into a new growth 
and development strategy in 
Kingston. 

The Direction of Travel, a 
growth strategy document con¬ 
sidering “areas of opportunity” 
to be outlined in the council’s 
next London Plan, was presented 
to the Growth Committee at the 
Guildhall on June 9. 

A public consultation will 
open in the coming weeks, with 
councillors expected to present 
the results at the next committee 
meeting in September. 

In the document, council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis said: “Growth 
must happen in the right way, in 
the right places. New opportu¬ 
nities need to be considered in 
the context of the borough and 
its residents. All of us working 
together can provide the homes 
and jobs future generations 
need.” 

The proposal was jointly pre¬ 
pared by the council and officers 


from the Greater London Author¬ 
ity and Transport for London to 
help identify areas for develop¬ 
ment, with Kingston facing a pro¬ 
jected population rise of 55,000 
people by 2050. 

Areas of “immediate oppor¬ 
tunities for growth” were iden¬ 
tified as Kingston town centre, 
New Malden, Tolworth and the 
Cambridge Road estate. 

Kingston Council was given 
£46.2 million by former London 
mayor Boris Johnson in April to 


redevelop the Cambridge Road 
estate, while a planning applica¬ 
tion is set to be presented to the 
council next week for the build¬ 
ing of more than 700 homes on 
Tolworth’s Toby Jug site. 

Chessington was named as a 
potential long-term development 
area. But some councillors and 
residents criticised the upcom¬ 
ing consultation, saying that 
such an “important” document 
should not be consulted on over 
the summer holidays.

Broadband 

A RECENT survey revealed a 
sixth of Londoners are unhappy 
with their broadband speed. 

The same research by YouGov 
tells us only two-thirds of us 
rate our service as “good” 
and only a third of broadband 
providers in London are ready 
to meet future broadband needs. 

While another survey by tech 
website Thinkbroadband claims 
that the UK has hit its target 
of making a super broadband 
connection available to 90 per 
cent of homes, as promised 
back in 2010, it also shows 
that of more than 400 local 
authorities across the UK, five 

- including the City Of London 

- offer superfast coverage to 
fewer than half their homes. 

Experts at the Foundation 
for Information Society Policy 
believe that this threatens the 
capital’s ability to compete with 
other global cities in the future. 

Unfortunately, when I raise 
this issue - and that of poor 
mobile phone connectivity 

- broadband providers, 
tech companies, national 
government, town halls and 
regulators all tend to blame 
each other. Yet, the same 
problems have quite clearly 
been overcome in many the 
dozens of other cities around 
the world. London - the greatest 
city in the world - deserves 
better.

WWI diary 

A HUNDRED years ago on June 
5, Connie Web celebrated her 
21st birthday; but who was she? 


She lived with her parents 
and siblings at Albany Park 
Lodge, Kingston-upon-Thames, 
now long gone. 

What is so remarkable is 
that from October 23,1915 
to April 7,1916, she wrote a 
diary of her life in Kingston. 
Their home had a large garden 
overlooking the Thames with 
a public towpath running in 
between where she witnessed 
on numerous occasions Harry 
Hawker, Tommy Sopwith and 
other pilots testing the “water- 
planes” as she called them. 

She also refers to taking 
the very overcrowded first 
electric trains from Kingston on 
January 30,1916, shopping for 
hats in Griggs, Surbiton, as well 
as personal matters. 

Towards the end of these 


fascinating memoirs when she 
is contemplating the family’s 
return to Kingston after its 
long summer stay in Dorset 
she refers to families she 
knows such as the Wainwrights 
of Surbiton Crescent, the 
Eldridges, Farloes, Le Grandes, 
Coombs, Pages and the Spicers 
of Kingston Hill; no doubt many 
of their descendants are still 
living in our area. 

I came across this wartime 
diary through my weekly fix of 
Kingston Aviation.

NEW findings show that three- 
fifths of carers have had to give 
up work or reduce their hours, 
whilst just under half have 
struggled financially 
As a charity helping people 
in financial hardship, this ech¬ 
oes what we hear on a daily ba¬ 
sis, with many carers telling us 
they’re struggling to buy food 
for their families, or are finding 


themselves increasingly in debt. 

There is often a lack of aware¬ 
ness of what support is available 
among carers and other people 
in financial need, and some¬ 
times a feeling that this support 
might not be for them. 

We recently found that nearly 
half of low-income households 
are not claiming the welfare sup¬ 
port they could qualify for, with 


57 per cent believing they would 
not be eligible. 

It is vital that carers are pro¬ 
vided with the appropriate sup¬ 
port to enable them to continue 
in their role, and we are working 
together with other charities 
and organisations to ensure that 
financial help is as accessible 
and prominent as possible.

"They work and work is a 
big part of someone's self. 

They go out, they get smashed, 
and they turn up at work and 
think they are doing a great 
job." 

While the audience will feed 
off of the pair's fun-loving search 
of a good time, O'Reilly said 
there is something much less 
carefree and comedic underlying 
their behaviour. 

She said: "Essentially they are 
a double act and they go out and 
have a great time and hopefully 
the audience go on that journey 
with them and see the great time 
that they have. 

"They talk about all their 
sexual conquests and they are 
constantly vibing off each other. 

"I think beneath all that 
confidence and bravado there 
is a sense of self hatred. There 
are other things they are 
covering up. 

"There are a lot of underlying 
issues they haven't deal with. 

Part of the reason is that 
because they are binge-drinking 
alcoholics, they haven't really 
grown up. They haven't grown

And while she will attend 
some of the rehearsals, O'Reilly 
admitted she won't even get 
to see her own play launch as 
she's currently starring in the 
West End smash political satire 
A View from Islington North. 

She said: "It is funny, isn't it, 
it feels like everything comes 
at once. 


"You have moments of 
nothing and then all of a 
sudden everything comes in. It 
is a balancing act but I quite 
like that.
